«t-g-A decided improvement ha.s taken place in the 
money market in New York. At the stock Board on 
Thursday Illinois Central sold at 101 to 110; on tl e 
preceding day it I rought 8"< to 80. Missouri State 
(i's rose 8 per cent. Gold was flowing- in from all 
sections, aud the increase of coin in the banks since 
the preceding Monday was over two and a half mil- 
US. The rates on paper were, however, still un- 
settled; outside of hank discounts ranged from 12 to 
24 per cent, and on undoubted endorsed signatures 
12 to U per cent. 

The French and Eafjhfc private mails hy the Van- 
derhilt and Asia, to the 22d of August, report an 
easier money marktt in Paris and London, and -igns 
of increased activity i» trade and manufactures. 
Discounts are the .same at bank, ME per cent, but 
capital is loaned on the stock exchange with much 
freedom at S>4&4 per cent. The sales of cotton at 
Liverpool are immense for the advanced stage of the 
leasou, and 8} ;J has baaaj obtained on Orleans mid- 
dling description-. 

At Cincinnati there was also a marked improve- 
ment. Eastern exchange continues scarce at l# to 
IK premium for bankers' checks. It is stated that 
private abvices from New York are not favorable to 
the integrity of the management of the Tru- t Com- 
pany iu that city.

York, suspended on Thursday, but its notes are se- 
cured at Albany. 

The New York .Tounial of Commerce of I iiday

Its notes ate taken without reserve at the Metropoli-

A false rumor got into circulation in the srrect on 
Saturday that the Ohio State Bank had failed. It 
probably originated from a slip, which stated, among 
other thirty., that our banks were throwing out the 
Ohio notes. The banks refused them because they 
were not currency, but the brokers were readily tak 
ing them at } $ per cent discount.

On the contrary, we desire to con- 
trast them with the altered tone "of the most respec- 
table of the Ame.-ican journals in their OMMMnta 
on the recent events in India, nud y\c arc gratified 
to find that a change has come over the spirit of our : 
transatlantic cousins of a pleasitig and friendly kind. 
While tbe continental press has lieen speculating on 
the annihilation of our away in l idia, and openly 
rejoicing at this blow to our poyver there, the Amer- 
ican papers of the highest class liave been discuss- ; 
ing the question. What would America and the 
world gain by our disgrace and ruin as a nation? 
and the kindly feeling which appear- in pursuing 
this inquiry shows clearly enough that our past mis- 
understandings have not left n semblance of ill-wind 
behind. 

Some of the papers, one. certainly, of command- 
ing position, goes even so far as to urge that we ' 
should try the recruiting ex perineal again, and that 
under the present more favorable circumstances yve 
should be able to euliit oO.OOO true-hearted Republi 
cans, who would be delighted to aid us in putting ' 
down the brutal and ignorant fanatics who have ac- 
companied their revolt by the tortures and assassina- 
tions of women and helpless children. That the 
offer thus liberally made cannot be accepted does 
not lessen the pleasure with which it is received, for 
it show that, if matters came to the worst, we could 
always calculate on the support of our Republican

On appeal, the Sec:etary of the Treasury has de- 
cided that the Collector of the port of Philadelphia 
properly charged a duty of fifteen pir cent on the 
articles of import known as chlorate of potash and 
sal acetoaellu. lie also affirmed the decisions of the 
Collectors ef BeetM and New York, assessing a du- 
ty of nineteen per cent on refined borax, and af- 
firmed the encirmn of the latter, aaeeaaiaf a duty of 
twenty-four per cent on fdbcrts, and four per cent 
on sumac. 

The teadeaej of the bitter w ar now lieing waged 
between certain political journals in Virginia is the 
foriniugof a Hunter and a Wise party, looking to 
tlie next elec- ion for United States Senator; but a 
rlinttncnjahrid Virginia politician informs me that 
Gov. Wise has i;ot n«ven his own consent yet to be 
placed in this position. He has no idea of coming 
in collision w ith Mr. Hunter if tbj contest is to be 
one of per-onal preference only; but should the 
present sickly opposition to the lederal administra- 
tion aaanme anything like a respectable force, and 
Mr. Hunier should prove the centre around which 
it is to rally , then Governor Wise is in the field as 
the champion of Mr Buchanan. Such I under- 
stand to be tbe true position of political parties in 
Virginia at tlm time; nor is it anticipated that the 
opposition to the. administration will become suffi- 
ciently .serious to require any i-pec':al action on the 
part of Gov Wise and his party. 

Some additional facts are bein^ brought to light 
here relative to the Tehuantepec route and its ope- 
rators. It appears that the Sloe Company have 
issued several millions of stock, a large amount of 
which is owned bv gentlemen having the ear of the 
administration. The attempt to overslaugh Sloo, 
they chaige, is an attempt to swindle the holders of 
the" stock. They also charge that Hargous & Co. 
have been guilty of many dirty tricks, and never 
advanced one cent to the old Tehuantcpeo Company. 
The #000,000 was advanced by Messrs. Jakcr, Tar- 
ro, & Co and Messrs. Falconet & Co., which was 
paid to the Mexican Government by the Sloo Com- 
pany. The name of the Hargous urm was only to 
Americanize the paper, as Messrs. .laker, Tarro, & 
Co. were Spanish bankers, and Mr. Falconet was the 
English landholder and agen . These parties here 
profess to have the document < to prove all they 
charge, and they certainly charge enough to sink 
the new Tehuantepec combination below zero. They 
demand of the administration a protection of the 
honest American stockholders in the Sloo Company, 
rather than a prct?ction of the Garay & Benjamin 
Company, whan is being erected upon the attempt- 
ed ruin of the other. Mr. Buchanan declares his 
intention to see justice done all partita, or have nc- 
thing to do with their private or personal iuteresta 
whatever. If the aid of the Government is invoked 
it must be by those having clean hands.

« -;ety took place ai the (Jalt House on Saturday eve. 
n'ng. It was a titling finale to the ceremonies and ; 
p -occediDgs of the exhibition. u » er three hundred : 
rrth pal rfrlpatell la thw fcrtli ilh i anil >vit. inirth, ; 
eloquence, and sentiment flowed freely in all dire<- : 
tktos until the midnight chimes admonished the rev- 
elers that Saturday night was ended. It was truly 
au elegant aa>l recherche affair. The banquet in it- 
self was sumptuously prepared l>y our host of the . 
(•all House. The tables were decorated with ca:- 
tle* a:id pyramids appropriately ded^ned for the oc- 
casion, and were strewn with bouquets of fresh, 
bright tfowers and loaded with choice fruits, eonfec- 
tious, and a variety of good things of 1 more suli- i 
stantial nature. The Xewjiort band discoursed most ! 
eloquent music during the banquet and between the 
J oats. Among the distinguished guests we no j 
ticed Get'. Morehead and ex-Go\ s. Wicklitfe. Helm, , 
and Powell, of Kentucky, His Honor Mayor Pitch- 
er. Hon. \V. L Underwood, one of the vice presi- 
dent* of the Society. Hon. James Guthrie, ex-Sec- 1 
rotary of the Treasury, Hon. Henry Wager, of New 
York, Hon. Mr. Smith, of New Hampshire, Col. 
Robert Buchanan, U. S. A., Col. Lewis Sander?, of 
K-utucky, and a number of others whom we can"t 
now enumerate. 

With the foam of the sparkling, generous wine 
the wit and eloquence of the gentlemen present gush- 
ed forth and on every siile brilliant scintillations of 
genius were gleaming. Wi MMMt attempt to give 
accurate report of all the eloquent and witty 
We regret that there has 
to procure copies of them to be 
written. Perhaps the two most prominent and 
gratifying features of the Banquet were the enlight- 
ened views of public economy and the jussionate 
lore of the I'nion expressed bytb<- various speakers. 
Certainly these two features were most conspicu- 
ous *nd cheering. It is rare on any occasion, even 
in this critical period of the eatiou, when the public 
perils naturally draw out the highest faculties and 
the purest sentiments of the citizen, that such 
volumes of tine political philosophy, infused by such 
hearty and kindling patriotism, are displayed. Al- 
every speech, indeed, from the brief and feli- 
of President Wilder, which opened the 
Festival, down to the graceful and impassioned 
effusion of Col. Preston, which concluded it, was a 
luminous discourse on the true principle of national 
advancement, ending in an electrical outburst of de- 
votion to the I'nion. Such unquestionably, in gen- 
«rous minds, must l>e the ending of reflections on 
the red purees of national progress, as presented 
in our midst. In this country a ;u«t appreciation 
of the conditions of the highest BBaJk welfare and 
an enthnsiastic love for the Union go together in the 
Worn of Jthe citizen, just as sound reason and the 
love of life efresM in the mm. Hie one is the 
necessary consequence upon the other, (liven high 
and wide-spread intelligence in the people, and 
the perfect security of the Union results with 
the certainty of fate. It is, therefore, with no 
ordinary satisfaction that we note the striking proof 
«>f such intelligence afforded by the IJaVjuet of Sat- 
urday night. It- speeches, for this alone, were 
worthy to be printed on satm hnd gold. So long 
the great interest of Agriculture is wedded to the 
Union by the force of such rational and elevated 
\ iews the Union is indisputably 6afe. 

At an early hour the President of (he Society, 
non. Marshall P. Wilder, rose aud prefaced the reg- 
ular t«msts with the following eloc .ient and appro- 
priate introduction: 

Hr~T*rT** The moment Las arrived when it is 
iny duty as well as my high privilege to present you 
with the congratulations of the Aasoeiafaoa which I 
have the honor to represent on the happy consum- 
mation of our National Exhibition. 

In behalf of the United States Agricultural Soci- 
ety and of the Southwestern Agricultural and Me- 
chanical Association. 1 bid you welcome to the so- 
cial and intellectual entertainment of the present 
hour. It affords me jrreat pleasure to recognise in 
this assembly so many illustrious personages — gen- 
tlemen distinguished by official position, worthy 
deeds, and fair fames. While we regret the absence 
of many invited guests, we rt;oice that wo are hon- 
ored with the compauy of the Governor and ex- 
( rovernors of this State, the officers and delegates of 
kindred societies, and other friends of agriculture 
who ha\e met to participate with us in the enjoy- 
ments of this occasion. 

This is the Fifth Annual Fxhil.it ion of our associ- 
ation. Its object is<o improve that great art which 
gives independence and strength to our nation, to 
create additional facilities for the acquisition and 
diffusion of knowledge, and to promote a more ex- 
tended intercourse throughout t«\ir happy land. 

My aaae* is M stranger to that interest which has 
brought this immense concourse together — to the 
inspiration of that sentiment which I trust will ever 
animate the hearts of the Ameri-.m people — to those 
patriotic emotions which merge all m rional jealous- 
ies and part} - distinctions in a general desire for the 
public weal. (Applause.) 

We come from different and distant portions of 
our country. I am from the home of the Puritans, 
but I am most happy to meet you here in this land 
of cavaliers and chivalry— and here upon the broad 
platforin of good citizenship, to unite my influence 
with yours in furtherance of our common cause, and 
in cementing the bonds of union — to join hands with 
you .sir, the Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and through you with this assembly in exem- 
plilication of the glorious inscription on the seal of 
your State. " Cum WU Stand, Dividkd wf. 
Cam..'' (Here President Wilder and Gov. More- 
head shook bauds amidst the slwuts of the andi- 
ence.) 

< hie of the most hopeful and delightful features 
of these national jubilees, relate* to the genial influ- 
ences w hich they exert on all . lasses of society, 
associating them together with friendly greetings 
and making them one in interest and one in affec- 
tion. 

•'The principle of association," - lid the Farmer of 
Marshrield [cheers], "the practice of bringing 
men together l>ent on the same general object, uni- 
ting their physical and intellectual efforts to 
that purpose, is a great improvement in our age. It 
is, therefore, essential to the best interests of our 
farmers that these associations should be established 
and universally attended." Kcuslly harmonious 
this expression was the sentiment of your im- 
il Clay, the farmer of Ashland U heers"|. "Give 
me," said he, "some object to transmit my name to 
jK.-terity, emblematical of those grea* interests 
whi' h I have sought to promote in the national 
council*: a plow, a loam, a shuttle, an uuvil, 0 r 
some article connected with agriculture, commerce, 
or manufactures." 

< >or present exhibition has been di'thigui-hed by 
ample preparations and by great perfection. Some 
of the departments have posse ssei unsurpassed ex- 
cellence. But, after such a display of the beueficial 
results of agriculture, yon need no further testimo-

factory manner with which they have discharged 
t heir delicate trust— to the Butchers Association for 
their eplendid parade at the opening ceremonies—

Keutmcky — The battle-field of pioneer civilization 
in the VVel-t contests with her sister States for the 
palm of excellence in agriculture. A bloodless 
strife, but more momentous than many wars. 

Gov. Morehead was called on and responded to 
this toast as follow.-: 

I am well aware, Mr. President, that the call 
which has just been mide upon me to respond to 
the sentiment which has been announced proceeded 
more from the position I occupy than any qualifica- 
tions I possessed to discharge the duty imposed upon 
me. 1 am rejoiced, however, that I am jermitted 
to express the high gratitication which is felt by the 
people of Kentucky in the assemblage- of the large 
and highly respectable body of practical agricultu- 
rists at this great national exhibition. I know that 
I speak the sentiment of the public heart when I say 
that their presence has been most welcome. If un- 
used to the" forms and ceremonies « hich are but the 
outward manifestations of this welcome, it has not 
Iteen the less warm-hearted, sincere, and cordial. 

Vou have been pleased to speak of our State as 
contending for the palm of excellence in agriculture. 
I need scarcely say that it is a trait in the charac- 
ter of every Kentuckian to l>e proud of his State, 
and in the i'ulln-siof the heart I uOBfel that we are 
sometimes too prone to indulge in cneomiums, which 
might by some be considered as extravagant if not 
lwastful". But when we gaze upon the luxuriant 
beauty of our land — its exuberant fertility — its high 
cultivation — ita comfortable dwellings and its wood- 
lands carpeted with velvet of living green, may we 
not be allowed to indulge an hone.-t pride in the 
feeling that this i< our own, our beloved and cher- 
i.«hed State? It is true that she was the Uittle-field 
of pioneer civilizition in the West. But a little 
more than a half century ago it was a comparative 
wilderness. Legendary tales of Indian massacre 
and a marauding savage warfare are familiar to us 
all. Human indu-try and enterprise and heroism 
have never achieved a prouder triumph than that 
which has given the privilege of assembling around 
this festive l>o.ird to celebrate the close of this na- 
tional exhibition in our midst. Our fathers not only- 
subdued the wilderness, but a vindictive nnd sultle 
savage foe, and we are now surrounded by bless- 
ings which, like the air we breathe, we scarcely 
take heed of. The elements of wealth and enduring 
prosperity are scattered in profusion around us, and 
the ba«is and so».stratnm of all is agriculture. It 
is the greatest department of human employ- 
ment. It is the most independent and noble 
emplyment of mar. But, independent as it un- 
doubtedly is, as to ail the means of necessary sub- 
Mstence, it should not be forgotten that there is a 
mutual dependence of almost every conceivable form 
of human industry. All the sister arts, including 
agriculture, impart vitality and vi^or to each other. 
They all mu*t unite to attain the "highest degree of 
perfection. I need scarcely advert to the vast im- 
provement in all kinds of agricultural implements, 
the knowclcdge of which fa spread by tbiM annual 
exhibition to show the dependence of agriculture 
upon the mechanic arts. Agriculture, manufactures, 
and commerce are all dependent on each other and 
constitute the golden circle of human industry. 
Providence has ordained not only that there should 
be indiv idual dependence, but that nations should 
in a greater or less degree be dependent on each 
o'her. The different climates of the earth, with all 
their vast varieties of soils and capabilities, clearly 
enough indicate that the inhabitants of each are to 
labor for e ch other, and that the surplus of each 
ought to lie distributed by a liberal and enlightened 
commerce. 

The cotton planter of the United States feels as 
much interest in a good or bad harve-t in Fngland 
as the Fnglish farmer himself, and on the other 
hand l'ngland is quite as sensitive as to the prospects 
of :: cotton crop in this country. 

In our own country we have almost every variety 
of climate and soil. By a provision of the Consti- 
tution, the commerce between the thirty-one States 
of which this great nation is com post d must forever 
remain free and unfettered, subject alone to l>e regu- 
lated by the general government. The different 
States constitute part and parcel of one common 
government. They are not barricaded by custom- 
houses, with bayonets bristling around the bounda- 
ries of" each, but the citizen of each State is entitled 
to all the privileges of a citizen of every other. 
Each State is interested directly or indirectly in 
the wealth and prosperity of every' other. How far 
the manufacturing and grain growing aud stock 
producing States have been directly benefited by 
extending the cultivation of sugar, cotton, and rice 
may be seen by adverting to a single fact. Cotton 
and" tobacco constitute the great bulk of our agricul- 
tural export*. Tiding the census of 18.".0 and there- 
port oa the commerce and navigation of the United 
Suite- immediately after, it appears that the value 
of the cotton crop amounted to .f 128, 000, 000 in round 
numbers, of which we exported $109' J millions, 
and that the total ceo crop amounted, in round num- 
bers, to *-»0.000,Ooo. of which we exported $ 11, 250,- 

000, while all other agricultural products amounted 
to *1,.">.">1,000,0(H) and a fraction, of which we ex- 
ported .*oj,80i»,120, less than one-forty-sixth part. 
Of the cotton exported it is not practicable to ascer- 
tain with precis ; on the portion which -hould l>e 
credited to the country lying north of the cotton 
line. The mules and horses, the pork and bacon, 
coarse cottons, Ihiseys and jeans, bagging and rope, 
farming implements, boots, shoes, hats, gins and all 
other machinery constitute no small portion of this 
large export. The interest of one section is sustain- 
ed Mr the industry of another, and they act as recip- 
rocal (dements u expansion. If the industry of one 
section is parah zed. the shock is felt in every other. 
I rejoice that there is this reciprocal dependence of 
one section upon another. There is no ground for 
jealousy or strife where this is understood and prop- 
erly appreciated. While we remember that we are 
one people, one country, and one General Goverr- 
ment, bound together in one common lajnd of union, 
we ought to feel that there is no real diversity of in- 
terest between different sections. 

Vou have spokeu, Mr. President, of the motto en- 
graved on our coat of arms— "United we stand, di- 
vided we fall." I*t me tell you, sir, that it b still 
more indelibly engraved on the heart of every Ken- 
tuckian. We do not allow ourselves to argue upon 
this subject. We never yet realized the possibility 
of dividing. Devjtion to the Union is not the result 
of reason alone, but with us it is a holy sentiment 
of the heart. I have an abiding conviction that 
God will preserve us for a nobler end than this. 
But if he should punish us by the infliction of such 
a calamity, the work would be done in a paroxysm 
of frenzy when reason was dethroned and madness 
ruled the hour.

It is true that they 
were the lir-,t to rise above the prejudices which igno- 
rance always engenders and to say to the farmers of 
Ameri- a, we want more light to guide us in the 
pra.-ti e of our profession. Sir. the pre-s is the most 
potent of all human engines, and nobly has it ex- 
erted its influence in the cause of agriculture. 

But let us not forget that it is only the medhim 
through which this great effect has been produced. 
The lies'still deeper and is to be fouad in that 

most powerful of all influences, Science. This is 
the charm whose touch exceeds m potency that of 
the famed Midas or the alchymy of the Philosopher's 
Stone; one which in ancient times would have been 
worshipped as a Deity, aud in modern times demands 
our highest respect. 

We have listened, sir. to many stirring arid patri- 
otic addresses, but it was gratifying to observe that 
the one which received the greatest fav< r was the 
eloquent appeal made by the President of the South- 
western Agricultural and Mechanical Association, 
Mr. Mallorv, for governmental aid to the cause of 
Agriculture. This, -ir, is a most important subject, 
and I desire to make a single suggestion in regard 
to it. I have no wish to interfere with any or (he 
various schemes which have been recommended for 
earn ing out this object, whether by Agricultural 
schools, model farms, the establishment of an Agri- 
cultural Department or the endowment of the U. S. 
Agricultural Societv. 

1 bid them all God speed. But I confcv-, -ir, 
that I see many rea«ons for believing that a great 
national scientific institution on the plan of West 
Point and the Naval Academy, which would send 
forth annually on army of laborers to cultivate the 
wide lield of our national domain and scatter broad- 
cast the seeds of knowledge with which they would 
he so bountifully provided would be productive 
of even greater benefit, and would perhaps be the 
readiest means of obtaining the others.
